DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out 
and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 5, 6, and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112 (second paragraph) as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

As to claims 1, and 16, the applicant recited ID unique to each apparatus. It is 
not clear whether the ID unique is created to both recording apparatus and navigation 
apparatus. It is not quite clear whether the recording apparatus is separate from the 
navigation apparatus or not. 

Claim 12 recites the limitation "ID unique to each apparatus" in the claim. There 
is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 
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Claims 1, 5, 6, 12, and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (a) as being 
anticipated by Umezu et al. (US 200201 65663A1 ). 

With regard to claims 1,12, and 16, Umezu et al. teaches a navigation system 
and method comprising a recording means (3) usable for recording a transmission 
information from a center system (Umezu et al., figure 1 , the storing means 3 stores the 
received information from the center system 8). Thus, said storing means is suitable for 
storing a release key received from a remote station. Thus, said storing means is 
inherently storing the release key. The navigation executing means (2) executes the 
navigation application data that are used for a navigation application. Umezu et al. 
further teaches; "assigning an ID necessary to update map data or a program in a 
navigation apparatus that performs route guidance based on recorded map data" 
(Umezu et al., page 5, paragraph 0079). Umezu et al. further teaches that the unique 
information, recorded by the profile recording-reproducing means (6), are automatically 
updated depending on present navigation apparatus (Umezu et al., page 6, paragraph 
0101; figure 2). 

As to claims 5 and 6, Umezu et al. further teaches the ID is created based on a 
parameter related to the navigation apparatus, wherein said parameter is a location of 
the navigation apparatus (Umezu et al., paragraph 0080). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1, 5, 6, 12, and 16 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
